the Image'as it is in the Dijlwct-Bfe of the ObjeiT-gUfs be¬ 
fore it, that is, inverted. The third Glafs eretts, or ra¬ 
ther reftores what was before inverted. 1 he fourth repre- 
fents the Image as it receives it from the DiJUnct-Bfe of 
the third, that is, erect. And this I think a iufficient So¬ 
lution of this Problem.
